Exploitation Task Force, Baghdad, Iraq. Upon completion of the Field Artillery Advance Couse, in

COL Norris commanded 4th Battalion 27th Field Artillery, deployed in support of Operation Spartan 

Shield and Operation Inherent Resolve, with the 2nd Brigade Combat Team of the 1st Armored Division, 

providing cannon artillery, sensors, and advisors to Iraq, Syria, Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, UAE, and other gulf

Assistance Brigade (SFAB), Fort Bragg, North Carolina, and deployed to Afghanistan in support of 

Operation Resolute Support and Freedom Sentinel.
